Your  Postmaster  or  Rural  Route  Carrier  Will  Tell  You  the  Parcel  Post  Zone 
in  Which  Your  Postoffice  is  Located,  Measuring  from  Minneapolis 

Since  our  last  Catalogue  was  issued.  Seeds,  Bulbs,  Plants,  ete.,  have  been  included  in  the 
Parcel  Post  and  now  travel  at  the  same  rate  as  other  merchandise  with  the  exception  that  packages 
of  Seeds,  Bulbs,  Plants,  etc.,  weighing  up  to  8 ounces  are  carried  at  the  rate  of  Ic.  for  each  two 
ounces,  regardless  of  distance.  Packages  over  8 ounces  are  charged  for  by  the  pound.  The 
rate  per  pound  varies  according  to  the  distance  which  is  measured  by  the  Government  Zone 
System.  Each  zone  covers  a certain  number  of  miles  from  Minneapolis.  Distances  and  rates 
are  shown  in  the  table  below.  Packages  carried  by  Parcel  Post  are  handled  just  like  any  other 
mail  matter.

The  business  of  growing  Onions  in  a large  commercial  way  has,  within  the  past  few  years, 
assumed  vast  proportions,  many  thousands  of  acres  of  land  being  devoted  to  this  purpose,  giving 
employment  to  a great  many  people.  Along  with  this  increase  in  acreage  has  come  a marked 
improvement  in  methods  of  growing,  cultivating  and  handling  the  crop.  Formerly,  almost  any 
type  of  Onion  was  good  enough  and  the  crop  was  gathered,  loaded  into  cars  and  shipped  aw'ay 
with  little  regard  to  sorting  or  grading  and  the  grower  was  quite  content  to  get  anywhere  from 
twenty  to  thirty  cents  a bushel  for  his  crop.  At  present  the  day,  however,  with  keen  competition 
from  a larger  acreage  has  come  a demand  for  better  types  of  Onions,  more  care  in  growing  and 
handling  the  crop,  and  along  with  it  better  prices  for  better  stock.

The  seed  we  offer  is  all  grown  from  carefully  selected,  hand-sorted  bulbs,  and  is  as  near 
perfection  as  years  of  experience,  coupled  with  painstaking  care  and  skillful  selection  can  make 
it,  and,  we  believe,  is  unsurpassed  in  this  country.  Not  only  does  our  seed  germinate  well  and 
make  a heavy  yield,  but  will,  with  proper  soil  and  cultivation,  produce  a crop  of  well  formed 
highly  colored  Onions  as  well.  Onions  which  will  make  good  storage  stock  and  bring  the  top  of 
the  market  in  price. 

If  you  buy  W.  H.  BOFFERDING  CO.’S  ONION  SEED,  and  have  good  Onion  soil  to 
start  with,  and  give  due  attention  to  cultivation,  you  should  have  a model  crop  of  Onions.  While 
the  seed  is  of  first  importance  in  Onion  growing,  it  requires  more  than  seed  alone  to  make  a crop. 
Several  important  elements  enter  into  the  production  of  a crop  of  perfect  Onions,  among  one  of 
the  most  essential  being  a high-grade  fertilizer,  and  especially  on  muck  land,  one  containing  a 
goodly  per  cent  of  potash.  Your  soil  should  be  well  drained  so  as  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  an 
overflow,  the  weeds  kept  down  while  small  and  the  growing  crop  thoroughly  cultivated.  When 
the  crop  is  matured,  the  Onions  should  be  harvested,  crated  and  taken  under  cover  if  you  wish 
good  colored  stock.  Quite  frequently  we  have  complaints  from  growers,  stating  that  their  Onions 
are  not  as  highly  colored  or  as  good  in  form  as  those  of  their  neighbors,  and  usually  attribute 
this  defect  to  the  seed  alone.  If  they  would  take  the  trouble  to  look  further  into  the  matter, 
they  w’ould  find  that  the  cause  of  the  neighbor’s  better  stock  was  possibly  that  the  water  did  not 
stand  on  his  land,  or  that  he  handled  his  crop  better  during  the  growing  season  and  at  the  harvest. 
Many  a good  crop  we  have  seen  ruined  by  lack  of  proper  attention  at  harvest  time,  and  many 
a good  man  have  we  seen  trying  to  grow  Onions  on  land  better  adapted  to  pumpkins.  All  muck 
land  will  not  grow  high-grade  Onions  and  all  people  growing  Onions  are  not  Onion  growers,  and 
even  the  best  of  seed  will  not  make  them  that,  no  more  so  than  all  soil  and  all  men  can  grow  scabless 
potatoes.  If  you  buy  your  Onion  seed  of  us,  we  will  do  our  full  share  and  furnish  you  seed  which 
will  give  a good  account  of  itself  if  given  half  a chance,  but  the  grower  must  give  it  that  chance.

Flower  seeds  for  the  most  part  being  very  small,  require  extra  precaution  in  the  preparation 
of  the  soil,  depth  of  planting,  and  protection  from  extremes  of  weather.  Do  not,  as  a rule,  plant 
in  the  open  ground  before  the  weather  has  become  settled,  or  until  about  the  middle  of  May. 
Before  planting,  the  soil  should  be  made  very  fine  and  be  well  fertilized. 

The  larger  seeds  may  be  planted  one  and  a half  to  two  inches  deep;  the  very  smallest  seed 
should  be  planted  barely  under  the  surface,  having  flne  earth  sifted  over  them,  and  slightly 
packed  with  the  hand,  or  a strip  of  board  pressed  upon  it.  A newspaper  spread  over  the  surface 
after  planting  and  kept  down  with  stones  for  a few.  days  will  retain  the  moisture  and  facilitate 
vegetation.  Thin  out  the  plants  when  very  small,  with  a bold  hand,  and  after  they  have  attained 
the  height  o'f  two  inches,  thin  again  boldly.  Give  each  plant  plenty  of  room,  according  to  its 
habit  of  growth.  A common  mistake  is  to  crowd  too  much. 

The  latter  “A”  annexed  to  the  name  of  varieties  signifies  Annual,  “B”  Biennial,  “P”  Perennial. 
Annuals  grow,  bloom  and  die  the  first  year  from  seed.  Biennials  bloom  the  second  year 
from  seed  and  then  die,  though  many,  if  sown  early  in  the  spring,  will  flower  the  first  year. 
Perennials  usually  bloom  the  second  year  from  seed,  and  continue  to  grow  and  bloom  for  many 
years.

HINTS  pN  SWEET  PEA  CULTURE. 

DON’T  expect  Sweet  Peas  to  thrive  in  soil  too  poor  for  any  other  plants  or  in  a sunless  location. 
They  need,  as  nearly  as  possible,  a free  clay  loam,  moderately  rich  and  freely  cultivated. 

DON’T  overfeed.  With  a view  to  obtaining  vigorous  growth  and  profusion  of  bloom,  bone 
meal  is  the  best  fertilizer. 

DON’T  sow  too  shallow.  A good  plan  is  to  draw  out  a trench  6 inches  in  depth,  into  which 
plant  the  seed  not  less  than  two  inches  deep,  and  as  the  plants  become  established,  bank  the 
soil  against  them,  repeating  this  two  or  three  times  throughout  the  season. 

DON’T  gather  blooms  grudgingly.  The  more  you  cut  the  longer  the  vine  will  continue  to 
flower.  Remember,  when  they  go  to  seed.  Sweet  Peas  will  cease  flowering. 

DON’T  water  so  as  to  only  slightly  wet  the  surface  of  the  ground.  When  you  water,  see 
that  it  soaks  thoroughly  into  the  ground  for  at  least  six  inches.

LAWNS 

How  to  Make  a Lawn.  The  preparation  of  the  soil  is  very  important  in  making  a good 
lawn.  As  early  as  possible  in  the  spring  it  should  be  thoroughly  dug  or  ploughed  to  the  depth 
of  10  to  12  inches  and  properly  graded  to  the  desired  level.  Remove  all  stones,  sticks,  sods, 
etc.,  harrow  or  rake  it  fine  and  roll  it  firm.  It  is  impossible  to  get  the  soil  too  fine  to  receive  the 
seed.  After  rolling,  the  soil  will  be  ready  for  the  seed.  If  the  soil  is  poor,  wood  ashes,  bone  meal 
or  pulverized  sheep  manure  should  be  added  after  digging  it  up.  Well-rotted  stable  manure  is 
also  good,  but  it  often  contains  weed  seeds.  Sow  the  best  seed  obtainable;  it  is  always  cheapest 
in  the  end;  use  quantity  as  indicated  by  table  on  this  page.  It  is  best  to  sow  seed  liberally,  not 
only  so  as  to  produce  a lawn  quickly,  but  because  the  best  lawn  seed  reproduces  fine-leaved 
grasses  which  should  take  entire  possession  of  the  ground  at  once,  thus  choking  out  and  pre- 
venting the  development  of  any  weed  seeds  which  are  apt  to  be  in  all  soils.  Sow  seed  by  hand, 
distributing  it  evenly,  going  both  ways  across  the  plot.  After  sowing,  cover  the  seed  by  raking 
lightly,  then  roll.  When  the  grass  has  become  well  rooted,  use  lawn  mower.  Keep  the  mower 
sharp,  as  if  dull  it  will  pull  and  injure  the  grass,  besides  causing  the  lawn  to  have  an  uneven 
appearance.  Never  allow  the  grass  to  become  so  high  that  the  mower  will  take  off  the  first  joint, 
as  this  is  an  injury.  Mow  as  often  as  necessary;  in  growing  weather,  at  least  once  a week.  Let 
the  short  clippings  remain  on  the  lawn,  as  they  witheif  and  dry  and  form  a protection  to  the 
roots.  When  the  clippings  are  long,  they  should  be  raked  off;  for  besides  being  unsightly,  they 
are  also  injurious.  When  dry  and  hot,  avoid  cutting  too  close.  In  the  early  spring  every  lawn 
should  be  carefully  rolled,  to  smooth  and  firm  the  soil  and  take  out  any  unevenness  caused  during 
the  winter  by  the  heaving  of  the  frost.  During  dry  spells  the  lawn  should  be  thoroughly  soaked 
once  a week  in  the  evening  or  after  the  sunshine  is  off  the  lawn. 

To  Grass  a Terrace.  Take  for  each  square  rod  a pound  of  lawn  grass  seed,  and  mix  it 
with  about  six  cubic  feet  of  good  dry  garden  loam.  Place  it  in  a tub  and  add  liquid  manure, 
diluted  with  about  two-thirds  water  until  the  mixture  has  the  consistency  of  mortar.  Make 
the  slope  perfectly  even  and  smooth,  water  it  well,  then  apply  the  paste  in  a thin,  even  coat. 

Old  lawns  can  be  renovated  by  using  half  quantity  of  seed  necessary  to  make  a new  lawn. 
Rake  in  the  seed  with  a sharp  tooth  rake  early  in  the  spring.
